1 1 granted ta His Grace the 
* 8 uke of Montagu tlie Iſſands 
A of St. Latia and St. Vnten 
in Amrita, and conſtiruted him Captain-Ge- 
neral of tlie ſame; which till chen were in 
Commiſſion, and under the Government of 
the Governors of the Tſhand of Barbadir; 
and his Grace having been pleaſed, under che 
Approbation of his Majeſty in Council; to 
appoint Mr. Uring his Deputy- Governor, he 
accordingly, by his Grace's Direction, ſer otte 


at the latter end of Auguſt, 1722. from London 
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(4) 
for Portſmouth, in order to embark on board 
his Majeſty's Ship #inchelſea, commanded 
by Captain Humphry Orme, lying then at Spit- 
bead; who was appointed to convoy, attend 
and protect the Colony his Grace was ſend- 
ing to Lakes Settlement on the Iſlands of St. 
Lucia and St. Vincent; the Little George Snow 
and Griſſin Sloop being alſo at Sit head, with 
Servants and Stores for the intended Settle- 
ment. The Charles and Free Maſon, with a- 
bout 100 Servants, beſides Officers, having 
alſo on board great Quantities of Stores of all 
ſorts and Proviſions of War, had been ſailed 
about Ten Days for Corte in Ireland, in order 
to take on board more Previſions; and that 
ſome more might be made ready againſt the Ar- 
rival of the Man of War with the Tranſports 
that were to join in chat Port, and take them 
on board. His Grace had alſo provided two 
Ships to follow wich more people and Stores; 
beſides a Veſſel he had freighted with Can- 
non and other warlike Stores, and all ſorts 
of Utenſils and working Tools of every kind 
in great Numbers, which had been ſent to 
Sc. Chriſtopher's. with Capt. Paul George, and 
ſeveral, Officers and Servants, to be ready 
againſt the Arrival of the Colony; as alſo a 
large Ship from New England laden with 
Timber, plank and Boards, Frames of 
Houſes and live Cattle, who were directed to 
join the Colony at St. Lucia by the time of 
their Arrival. A Liſt of the Ships, Stores, 
Sc. is hereunto annex d. 
: About 
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About the roth of September, 1722. Mr. 
Uring embark d on Board the Winchelſea, and 
the Wind proving fair, ſhe ſaild with the 
Tranſports for Cork in Ireland, and in a few 
Days arrived at that Port, at or near Cove, 
about Seven Miles below the City. As ſoon 
as the Ships were anchord, Mr. Uring went 
to the City, and acquainted Mr. Cof/ar? of his 
Arrival ; who was the Perſon that had under- 
taken to ſupply the Duke of Montagu with Pro- 
viſions and other Neceſſaries there; and with- 
all, haſten'd him to ſend them on Board as 
ſoon as poſſible. Mr. Uring then went down 
again to the Ships, to give the neceſſary Or- 
ders, and ſee they were put in a Poſture of 
receiving them; and alfo took Account of 
the Proviſions of every Species taken in at 
London, which remain'd on board the ſeveral 
Veſſels, of which one Copy was given to the 
Store-keeper, and another tranſmitted to his 
Grace. Ar this Place ſeveral of the Servants 
attempted to make their Eſcape, but moſt of 
them were prevented, tho' ſome few got off. 
September was almoſt ſpent by the time the 
Ships were ready to ſail, and the Month 
wholly gone before the Wind prefented fair, 
and then we ſail d for the Iſland of Madera. 
The Wind continued fair not many Hours af- 
ter the Ships left the Harbour, but proved 
contrary for many Days, ſo that we had a 
long Paſſage thither. Mr. Uring went ſeve- 
ral times on board the Tranſports, as well to 
ſee what Condition the People were in, as 

2 to 
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to encourage \ them. On his Arrival at 
the Iſland of Madera, he order d the Ma- 
ſters of the Tranſports to ſend all their 
empty Water-Casks on Shore, that they 
might be fitted and filled again with Water, 
having ſpent moſt of their ſtore in the Paſ- 
ſage. Boats were hired, and molt of it ſent 
on board with as much ſpeed as the Conve- 
niency of the Place would permit; and in 
the mean while che Wine for our Voyage was 
providing, in which no Time was loſt; and 
as ſoon as compleated, and the. Litile George 
refitted, who by Accident had loſt her Bolc- 
ſprir, we ſailed again for the Iſland of Barba- 
dos; but contrary and ſmall Winds occaſion d 
a long Paſſage thither, ſo that we did not ar- 
rive at that Iſland until the 7th of December. 
In the Voyage, Mr. Uring conſider d and 
made a Memorandum of what was neceſlary 
to take in at Barbados, which were Boards, 
Plank, Joyce and Shingles for building Houſes 
for out immediate Uſe, not being ſure when 
the Ship from New England would arrive: 
He thought this abſolutely neceſſary for the 
preſent Uſe of the Colony; as alſo Horſes, 
Black Cattle, Sheep, _ Hogs, Turkeys, 
Ducks, Fowls, Sc. which in great Num- 
bers were provided to ſtock the Settlement; 
Rum, Sugar and Tobacco for the Uſe of 
the Servants; Corn, Peaſe and Roots of 
ſeveral ſorts for Planting, and ſupplying the 
Colony; and apply'd to Mr. Miilliam Croffts 
for the ſame, he having engag d to ſerve his 
4 n Grace 
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Grace the Duke of Montagu with what we had 


Occaſion for there; and as he was directed 
by my Lord Duke, Mr. Lring acquainted 


the Store - Keeper, and deſired; chat he would 


look to the Quantities and Qualities of the 


Stores, and take care they were ſhip'd on 


board a Veſſel which had been hired for that 
purpoſe. It was the 15th of the ſame Month 


before Mr. Uring had procured what was 
wanted; we failed the fame Day for the 
Iſland of St. Lucia, our intended Settle- 
ment. nals 

December the 17th, in the Morning, we 
faw the Ifland of St. Lacra, and anchored 
there about Noon in Pigeon Iſland Bay. See- 
ing ſeveral Men on Pigeon and, Capt. Orme 
ſent his Boat to know who they were; they 
were French, which came from Martinico in 
a ſmall Canoa to catch Guanoes. In rhe 
Afternoon, Mr. Uring ask d Capt. Orme for 
his Boat to take a View of Pigeon Iſland and 
the Bay, which had been recommended to 
him by ſome People of Barbados, as a fir 
Place to make the firſt Settlement. Capt. 
Orme and the Engineer- General went with 
him round the Bay, and viewd it. They 
found the Land a barren ſandy Soil, and the 
Road not fit for Ships to ride in with the 
Wind Weſterly; therefore it was concluded 
to go for the Petite Careenage next Morning, 
which was between two and three Leagues 
further to the Southward. 
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December the 16th; at Seven a-Clock at 
Night, a Barbados Sloop arrived from Mar- 
tinico; the Maſter produced a Copy of a 
Mandate by the King of France, which he 
ſaid was publiſhd by Order of the French 
General in all the Churches of that Iſland, 
and in all their Towns by Beat of Drum; 
which contain'd in Subſtance, That if the 
Engliſh did not leave the Iſland of St. Lucia 
in the Space of Fiſteen Days, they were to 
be drove off by Force of Arms. This News 
did not a little alarm us, but we hoped it 
might be a Freuabh Gaſconade; however, we 
took care to let the People know as little of 
it as poſſible. The ſame Maſter ſaid, that his 
Majeſty's Ships Fever ſbam and Hector were 
then at Martinico, and promis d Mr. Uring to 
run over to them the next Morning with his 
Letters. : | 
"December 17. This Morning we weighed 
from Pigeon Iſland Bay, as had been deter- 
min'd the Night before, and ſtood for the 
Harbour of Petite Careenage, where we an- 
chord about 10 a-Clock ; at which time a 
ſmall Canoa came to us from the Shocgue 
Bay, with two French Men in her; one of 
which undertook to ſhew us the Watering 
Place, and other convenient Places in the 
Harbour, Mr. Uring had the Winchelſea's 
Boat, in which Captain Orme and the Engi- 
neer-General went round it, and found it a 
very good one. The Watering Place is a 
{mail Rivulet, that came down between =_ 

. 13 . Hills, 
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Hills, which was ſuppos'd to be no other 
chan Rain Water, by reaſon when we had 
three or four dry Days it was dry'd up. In 
the Harbour are ſeveral Places fit for careen- 
ing Ships, ſhelter'd from every Wind ; in one 
of which, Ships of Sixty Guns and upwards 
may careen very conveniently: But the 
Land is very hilly all round the Harbour, 
and in moſt Places ſteep, aſcending from the 
Water-ſide, which makes it very inconvenient 
to build Fortificarions, without great Charge 
and Trouble, and muſt be a Work of Time. 
This made Mr. Urmg not fully determine to 
fix here ; however, at Two a-Clock in the 
Afternoon he landed Fifty Men, to cut down 
the Trees and Buſhes on the Point, that lay 


very fit for a Battery of Guns to command 


the Entrance of the Harbour. Ar Four a- 
Clock he ſent Mr. Faulkner, our Secretary, to 
Martinico, with the Duke of Montagus Let- 
ters, the Admiralty's, and his, for Captain 
Charles Brown of his Majeſty's Ship Fever ſham, 
and Captain Elles Brand of the Hector, with 
Orders to bring their Anſwer immediately 
without going on Shore. His Letter to each 


of the Captains tuns thus: 


S I R, Dec. 17, 1722. 
c IS Grace the Duke of Montagu ha- 
* ving done me the Honour to ap- 
point me his Deputy-Governor of the Iſlands 
* of St. Lucia and St. Vincent, and now 
being arrived with ſome hundred People 
. tg 
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to ſettle on che firſt of theſe Iſlands, un- 
der the Protection of his Majeſty's Shit 
& I/inchelſea, appointed to attend and aſſiſt

Little Careenage. 


December 18. Early in the Morning, Mr. 
Uring order d the People on Shore to their 
Work, and then went on Board the GEriſſin 
Hoop, where the Store-keeper was, and order d 
him to go on Board the Tranſports, to ſearch 
the Casks for ſuch Tools as we wanted, tel- 
ling him what they were; and at the ſame 
time, order d Capt. Lloyd, of the Sloop, to 
make ready for Sailing out of the Harbour; 
and in the mean time, he went on Board the 


Tran- - 
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(43 
Tranſports, which he had directed to haul 
on Board each other, for the Conveniency 
of hoiſting the Casks out of one into the o- 
thet, that we might better come to ſearch 
for what we wanted. When he had put the 
Officers in a proper Method to look for the 
Tools, and had order d them what to do un- 
til his Return, he took the Engineer-General 
and the V inchelſea Pilot with him on Board 
the Griſin Sloop, and ſailed out of the Hat- 
bour about Nine a Clock in the Morning, 
with intent to view the Southermoſt Part 
of the Iſland, to ſee if he could find a more 
convenient Place that Way for a Fortifica- 
tion than the Petite Careenage aftorded, and 
leſs expoſed to the Enemy. For he plainly 


ſaw, how caſy twould be for the French to 
land their Men in the HHocque and Pidgeon 
Iland Bays. After we had failed about two 
| Leagues to the Sourhward, it proved little 
Wind, and Calm. Mr. Uring then asked the 


Pilot, how the Winds commonly were uſed 
to be thereabouts? Who anſwered, That it 
was common to have ſuch Winds there, and 
it might probably be two or three Days be- 
fore we could get back, if we went to the 
Southermoſt Part of the Iſland. Mr. Uring 
conſider d the Conſequence of being want- 
ing from the People ſo long, and that a Mo- 
ment's time was not to be loſt; he therefore 
determined to return, and accordingly tacked 
and ſtood back again; and the Wind freſhen- 
ing, we ſoon came into the Shorgue 3 

BAL anc 
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and viewed the Back of the Hill we had an 
Eye to in fortifying. We anchor'd again in 
the Harbour about Two a Clock in the Af- 


ternoon, and then Mr. ring took the En- 


gineer- General with him in the Sloop's Boat, 


and viewed a low flat Point on the South 
ſide of the Harbour, which would equally 


command the Entrance as that on the other 
Side; but having high Hills behind it, and 
a quick Aſcent in a little Diſtance from the 
Water - ſide, conſidering the Inconveniency 
of both, the firſt was thought moſt proper 
to fix upon for our Fort and Battery ; we 
went on the other Side where our Men were 
ar work, and Mr. Uring ordered a broad 
Path ro be cut up the Hill, where he was 
directing them. One of aur Men, who was 
bit by a poiſonous Viper, and render'd un- 
ſerviceable, was orderd on Board; he was 
ſick many Days, but recoverd. When we 
had got on the Top of the Hill, he ſaw it 
was narrow and ſteep towards the SHHocque 
Bay, and facing the Point, but not ſo on the 


other two Sides: The Engineer- General ap- 


proved of the Place for the Fort; and indeed 
fortifying our ſelves on the Point would 
have been of very little Uſe, if the Enemy 
once became poſleſs'd of the Hill, which is 
not half Muſquer-ſhot from it, where we 
deſigned our great Battery for the Command 
of the Entrance of the Harbour, which we 


called Montagu Point. We worked hard till. 
Night; then ſent the People on Board, hav- 


ing 
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ing as yet no Shelter for them on Shore. About 
Five a Clock this Afternoon, Mr. Faulkner re- 
turned from Martinico, and brought Mr. U- 


ring a Letter from Capt. Brown, which con- 
firmed all that he had heard before, and was 
as follows. |

December 19. Capt. Orme lent us a Sparr, 
which was raiſed for a Flag-Staff, and Mr. 
Uring hoiſted the Union Flag on Montagu 

| Point. 
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Point. We continued clearing the Woods 
both on the Point and the Hill, and pur on 
Fhore our great and ſmall Cattle. There came 
alſo on Shore ſome Wood Axes” and Mat- 
tocks, with Whieh our Men worked hard all 
Day, clearing the Side of the Hill and Point 
Montagu. _ 1 
December 20. This Day we rais d a large 
Tent, for which Purpoſe Captain Orme lent 
us a Sail. We landed ſeveral uſeful Stoxes, 
4 Raft of Boards and Plank, and ſome 
Shingles and Joyce ; began ro frame a 
Houle ; read the King's Letters Patent to his 
Grace the Duke of Montagu for the Iſlands 
of St. Lucia and St. Vincent; read alſo Mr. 
Dings Commiſſion as his Grace's Deputy- 
Governor in and over the ſaid Iſlands. By 
this Time it was near Night; the Governor 
made a ſhort Speech to the People, wherein 
he exhorted them ro be induſtrious, and go 
on chearfufly with the Work we had begun, 
and that it very much behoved em ro uſe 
all their Diligence in fortifying our ſelves 
wich all Expedition, and that they ſhould 
have all poſſible Encouragement from him 
which they could expect. We drank the 
King's Health, that of che Royal Family, 
and the Duke of Montagu s. The Hinchel- 
fea fired Fifteen Guns __ 
December 21. Mr. Uring took the Oaths, 
and the Oath appointed to be taken by the 
Governors of the Plantations. He ſwore 
the Members of the Council, and read the 
| : other 
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othet Officers feveral Appointments. We 
continued landing our Boards, Plan, Joyce; 
and Shingles, and went on boiſdiag a large 
Houſe, — kept rhe People cloſe. to--their 
Work, cleartagir the Hill. The Bngincer-Get 
neral made ſeveral Eſſays tol mark out the 


Ground on Montagu Pomt, which the Go- 


vernor had recommended for meloſing our 
Houſe, Tents, Stores, Oc. but did not bring 
it to bear. ER GLO 
December 22. This Meining 1 Gove: 
nor ordered Commiſſions to be made our-for 
the ſeveral Offices, and fign'd them; formed 
the People into Two Companies, and dite- 
cted a Guard to be kept, and Centinels at 
proper Places, as well to hinder our Men 
from ſtragling, as any Strangers to come ts 
us, till he was acquainted who they were, 
and their Buſineſs. We were ſlill at work 
building our Houſe, landing Stores, and the 
reſt of our Boards; and alſo continued clear- 
ing the Ground of the Woods on the Side of 
the Hill. About Eleven a Clock in the 
Morning, Captain Brand arrived with his 
Majeſty's Ship Hector from Mariinico, and 
Captain Brown with him; which was four 
Days aſter they had received the Duke of 
Montagu's Letters and Mr. Urzng's, tho it 
was but fix Hours Sail from thence. The 
Feverſham kept out at Sea. Soon after a 
French Sloop, wearing a Pennant, came in 
alſo, which brought two French Officers 
from Martinico, who went on board _ 
n- 


Ninchelſea. Captain Orme ſent to acquaint 
the Governor, that there were two Officers 
from Martinico with a Meſſage to him, and 
deſired he would go on board; one of the 
Officers, being an Iriſb Man, ſpake very good 
Eneliſo; he ſaid, they came from the Chevalier 

de Feuguiere their General, with a Letter and 
Memorial, which he delivered the Governor, 
and let him know that they expected an 
immediate Anſwer. He told them he would 
give them an Anſwer in due Time, when he 
had conſidered of what they brought. As 
- ſoon as the Governor had received their 
Meſſage, he went from on board the in- 
chelſea and call d the Council, opened the 
Letter, and laid it before. the Board, with 
the Copy of the French King's Order to the 
Chevalier 4e Feuquiere. The Tranſlation of 
Which is as follows.

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When this Letter was wrote, the Gover- 
nor went on Board the Hector, and Mr, 
Braithwaite with him, and communicated it 
to the Captains of his Majeſty's Ships, who 
were all there together. Captain Brown 
objected againſt the Parr, which ſays, the 
King commanded all his Ships of War to 
aſſiſt and maintain the Settlement, alledg- 
ing his Orders were not ſo; and thereupon 
produced them. The Governor told them, 
that thoſe Words were ſpecified in the Body 
of the Patent, which are theſe : And we do 
by theſe Preſents, for us and our Succeſ- 
* ſors, ſtrictly charge, require, and command 
© all our Governors, Commanders in Chief, 
* Magiſtrates, and all other our Officcrs and

When this Debate ended, 
he told the Captains, that he thought ic ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary for them to write a Letter 
Jointly ro Monſieur Feuquiere, to tell him 
they had Orders to aſſiſt and ſupport the 
Settlement, which they were prevailed on ra 
do; but of that Letter he could never obtain 
a Copy, though he ask d for it ſeveral times.

come into the Harbour, and Capt. Brown tel- 
ling him he deſigned to go to Barbados ; he

He anſwer'd, he muſt 
g0 to Barbados, but would be with us again 
before the Fifteen Days were expired, limited 
by the French King's Order.

the Governor went thicher with our Engineer-

December 25. This Morning the Gover-

of our Men fell fick with Griping of the

Decemb. 28. A Sloop arrived from Bar- 
bados; the Maſter of her inform'd the Go- 
vernor, that the Fever ſbam arrived at that 
Ifland on the 24th of this Month; but he 
had no Letters by her, or any News from 
thence. This Morning the Tradeſmen and 
other Servants came to the Governor, to know

aſſured them that the Duke of Montagu had

Orders to grant them ſuch Parcels of Land as 
were neceflary for their Uſe, and that the 
Store-Keeper was directed to lend them Pro- 
viſions for that Purpoſe; and that ſuch were 
to be diſcharged from his Grace's Service as 
ſhould deſire ir, in order to become Planters 
for themſelves as ſoon as we had provided 
for our Safery. Therefore he hoped they 
would go on chearfully, and uſe their ut- 
moſt Diligence in ſecuring our ſelves, and 
they ſhould have all the Encouragement 
from him they could expect. At which they 
ſeemed very well pleaſed, and went briskly 
to their Buſineſs, and carry d on our Work as 
faſt as poſſible. More Men fall ſick, and 
others lame. Two young Negroes came to 
us, which were ſuppos d to be French, of which 
the Inhabitants of the Shocque Bay were ac- 
quainted; they were claimed, and return d to 
the Owner. Captain Brand had acquainted 
the Governor, he could not anſwer to ſtay 
any longer with us, except he writ him a 
Letter of Requeſt for ſo doing ; which was 
accordingly done as follows.

December 29. Early in the Morning, we 
ſaw ſeveral Sloops with white Pendants, ſtand- 
ing into the Shocque Bay, and could diſcern 
from the Hill, that they landed Men ; which 
I conceivd, was with Deſign ro put their 
Maſter's Orders in Execution. The ſame Day 
the Governor ſent the Proyoſt-Marſhal to 
Capt. Brand and Capt. Orme, to deſire they 
would lend us a ſufficient Number of Men to 
get our Cannon upon the Hill, as they had 
promiſed him ; which was granted. The Go- 
vernor had cauſed a Road to be made from 


the landing Place to the Foot of the Hill,

which coſt us a great deal of Trouble; the 
Ground being wet and ſpungy, on a clayey 
Soil, we were obliged to make it good with 
Faggots and Bruſh, which we cut for that pur- 
poſe; and it luckily happend, a Gentleman 
from Barbados had brought down a Cart with 
him, ſuch as they uſed to carry Timber our 
of the Woods, which he lent us; and in it 
we carried the Guns to the Foot of the Hill, 
from which Place they were parbuckled to 
the Top of it, where we were building our 
PFortifications. The Boatſwains and People of 
the Men of War were very ſerviceable on 
this Occaſion, they bringing with them Ropes 
for thar purpoſe, and were very well enter- 
rained. Some part of the Day Capt. Orme 
ſent the Governor Word, that his Boat had 
been in Shocque Bay, and had ſeen ſeveral 
Sloops at Anchor there, and that they had 
ſpoke with one which had forty Men in her, 
and were going to land; upon which he 
conſider'd with Capt. Orme, how to prevent 
their landing more Men : Upon a Letter of 
Requeſt, the Captain ſaid, he would endea- 
vour to hinder them from landing any more

Bay, and fired ' ſeveral Shot at a French 
Sloop! ſtanding in thither, of which ſhe took 
no Notice; but kept the Shore cloſe aboard 
and landed her Men, and | ſtood out again to 
Sea in the Afternoon. The Minchelſea fired 
at her again, ſhe took no more Notice of theſe 

than the firſt; ſhe went out to Sea and ſtood. 
cover for Martinico. Our Men work'd hard 
both on the Hill and the Barricado. Capt. 
Brand lent us Twenty Men, to help and ait 
us in clearing the Wood on the Hill.

'ET out on my Embaſſy to the Indians

asthe Land trenched away South Welt and 
South South Weſt, the Land being very 
mountainous and hilly with ſome Bays 
a-long Shore, that Veſſels might anchor 
in. At Night we were under the Welt and 
and South Weſt part of the Land, which 
ſeem d ro be a good level Land as well 
as I could judge in the Night. Fair Wea-

ther and a good Gale. 
December 26. Laſt Night we ſtretch'd 


over to St. Vincent, leerins South South 
Eaſt and Sourh by Eaſt. Between One and 
Two in the Morning we were up with the 
Iſland, and to Windward of it we lay by 
till Day. Being driven ſomething to the 
Northward, we ſtood into the Shore into 


a Bay inhabited by the Indians, ſaw ſeve- 


ral Huts; and as we ſtood farther in, we 
ſaw a Canoa with three Indians in her pad- 
dling off to us; we diſcover'd they were 
fearful, and that they would paddle away 
from us, and then lay to; we call'd to 


them, and they to us: We hoiſted out our 
C 4 Boar. 
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© Boat. Mr. Medley, 'who came with me as 
© an Aſſiſtant on my Embaſſy, went in her, 
* and brought them on board. One of the 
* Indians ſpoke very good French. Mr. 
Medley ihform'd them, that the Eugliſb 
© were ſettled on the Iſland of St. Lucia; 
and that if they would come under and 
© ſubmit to their Government, they ſhould 
© be protected, and deem d and dealt with 
* as Engliſomen. He ſeem d to like it, and 
inform d us that the French had been with 
* them ; and as we underſtood him, pre- 
* poſſeſs'd him with a Notion that the En- 
* php were their Enemies, and would make 
Slaves of them; bur we inform'd them to 
the contrary. We made them ſeveral ſmall 
© Preſents of Beads and other Things. He 
© inform'd us, that there was one of their 
Chiefs, or Great Men, that lived in that 
© Bay. Mr. Medley went on Shore with the 
Indian to his Houſe, where he found him 
with many Attendants; he brought him on 
© board with about Fifreen or Twenty more ; 
* and by'an Interpretet, having diſcours d 
him of the Emlißb ſettling at St. Lucia, 
and the good Friendſhip that might be 
between us (the Eugliſs) we entertain d 
© them with Drams, and gave them Rum to 
eatry on Shore, and made them Preſents 
of Beads; and to the Chief, or Governor, 
we made 4 Prefent of a Sword, a Coat, a 
Cap and Gorget, and la Gun, giving his 
other Artendants'ſonie Beads, and ſer them 
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on Shore in our Boat as he deſired, firing 
* our ſmall Arms. We failed along the 
Shore, and ſaw an Indian Canoa put into a 
Bay; we believd they were afraid of us, 
therefore did not go in, that we might 
* nor give them Occaſion to think we pur- 
* ſued them; we lay too in the Bay, but 
they would not come out of the Woods. 
We ſaw a Sloop turning up, coming round 
a Point to Leeward of us, as we ſail'd a- 
* long Shore. They bore away and were 
* afraid of us. We haul'd down our Fore- 
* fail and lay too in a Bay; then the Sloop 
* clap'd on a Wind again, and ſteer d her 
* Courſe; then we loofted up to the Eaſt- 
ward, but there went a great Sea and a Lee 
Current. Being near Night, we ſtood. into 
and anchored in a Bay; we ſaw ſeveral In-

December 27. This Morning the Ma- 
* ſter of the Sloop went on Shore with his 
Boat and Cask, and water d her. We have 
© had- ſeveral Canoas with Indians this 
Morning; but found none of them ſo in-

January 1. The Governor ſent Mr. 
Medley and Mr. Mc. Lean with a Letter 
open to the Commanding Officer in the 
Frenob Camp at the HHhocque, under Pretence 
to demand our Deſerters; the real Deſign 


Was 
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was to gain Intelligence of their Numbers, 


and what Condition they were in: They re- 
turned about One a Clock in the Afternoon. 
Mr. Mc. Lean ſaid there was a conſiderable 
Number of Men well armed, and many Of- 
ficers. By him they ſent a Letter, with a 
Compliment, but no Deſerters. We thought 
it now abſolutely neceſſary to keep a ſtrong 
Guard on the Hill in the Night, and otder d 


that an Officer and ſixteen Men ſhould mount 


there. We continued our Work on the Hill, 


and work d hard on the Barricado below on 


the Point, which was carry d quite croſs the 
Point from Sea to Sea, form'd with an Angle 
in the Middle, and inclos'd all our Tents, 
Houſe, and Stores: It was built wich empty 
Casks, ſet at convenient Diſtances, ſtaked in 
the Center, and filled with Earth; Boards and 
Plank nailed on each Side the Cask, ſtaked 
within ſide and without, to ſtrengthen the 
Work, and filled with Earth from a Ditch on 
the out-ſide of the Work, which we deſign d 
to have digged very deep and wide; — the 
Ground proved a hard Rock, ſo "that we 
could nor get above two Foot down; we left 
Port Holes for the Cannon at coniveniedt 
Diſtances, and placed a Foot Bank in order 
to ply our ſmall Arms, but the Nature of the 
Ground would not allow taking in the Ma- 
gazine where the Gun- Powder lay; there- 
fore we were obliged to remove it to our 
Tent, within the Barricado. We made Plat- 
Dane of Plank for the Cannon, and * 
te 
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ted ſome of them, and were preparing every 
Thing for our Defence. The Servants began 
to flag, and murmured to work on New- 
Year's Day; however, partly by Threat- 
ning, and partly fair Words kept them to it. 
Januar 2. We continued on our Work, 
tho went on but ſlowly, being obliged to 
keep a ſtrong Guard in the Night, in which 
our beſt Men were employ d, and had a great 
many Boys that did us bur little Service ; and 
thoſe Men we kept at Work grew feeble, tho 
they always reſted three Hours in the Mid- 
dle of the Day. All thoſe appointed for the 
Guard had Soldiers Coats and Grenadier 
Caps, and Oginbrigs were cut out and ma- 
King for ſuch as wanted. The Governor 
apply d to Capt. Brand ſeveral Times to aſ- 
ſiſt us, that we might be able to put our 
ſelves in a Poſture of Defence, but was re- 
fuſed, he alledging he could not ſpare his Men, 
tho at the ſame Time they were cutting 
Timber, and clearing Ground at the upper 
End of the Harbour. As the Governor fre- 
quently viſited the Hill to forward the Work 
there, he obſerved the Engineer had begun a 
long and tedious Work on that which was 
already about ten or twelve Foot high; and 
told him the Inconveniency would attend it, 
and that he would not be able to finiſh ſo 
long a Work as that was by the Time the 
French would be upon us; and preſs'd him 
to carry on the Ground-Work firſt, and cloſe 
the Fortificarion which was now carry'd =

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only on the Side of the Shorque Bay; the 


Engineer reply d, he was ſute he could finiſh 


the Whole after the fame Manner, by the 
Expiration of the Time limited by the French, 
if the Governor would let him take what 
Men he had a mind to: He did ſo; and the 
Governor carry d on the Work on the Point 
with thoſe Men he refuſed or did not want.

Bay. Mt. Braithwatte returned from the 
French Camp with the Treaty, about Eleven 
4 Clock at Night, but firſt went on board 
one of the Men of War, and ſtay'd there a 
conſiderable Time before he came on Shore 
to the Governor. The Treaty being in 
French, it was tranſlated into Engliſb the next 
Morning. r a (ig 
January 8. Early in the Morning we ſaw 
the French Troops were poſſeſſed of the Hill 
next us, where they had lodged ſeveral Com- 
panies of Men within leſs than Muſquet-Shot, 
and had alſo poſſeſs'd themſelves of the Paſs 
between the Hills. About Eight a Clock, the 
French Officers came ro Point Montagn'in or- 
der to ratify the Treaty; which when tran- 
ſlated and compared, the Governor found a 
material Difference between that ſigned by 
Mr. Braithwaite and that ſigned by the Mar. 
queſs, the firſt being mote to out Diſadvan- 
tage. The Governor complained: of this as 
very unfair Dealing: They chen told Kim; 
that Mr. Braithwaite had agteed to it, tho 
it was not mentioned in the Treaty he 
brought. The Governor ask d Mr, Brazth: 
Waite, whether it was true what they ſaid? 
he anſwered, that lie did remember ſome ſuch 
Thing: However, the Governor refuſed to

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ratify thoſe Articles, Mr. Brajthwaite having 


no Power to treat of ſuch Matters, neither 
did he acquaint the Governor with any fuch 
Thing on his. Return with the Treaty, or 
afterwards, till then confeſſing it. This De- 
bate laſted till about Three a- Clock in the 
Afternoon. The Governor ſeeing it out of 
his Power to remedy, ſigned it; and being 
now wholly at the Mercy of the French, it 
was of little Ufe to expoſtulate. . The Trea-

and Directions were given by the Governor 
to Captain Steward for getting her ready for

Iſland of St Vincent, and Mr. Brathwaite had 
made his Report of his Proceedings; and then 
to conſider what were the propereſt Methods 


to purſue, till we had his Grace of Montagu's 
Commands; and chat Capt. Brazthwaite ſhould 
have a Commiſſion and Inſtructions to pro- 
ceed to Martinico, to make a Demand of our 
Deſerters of the General of that Hland. A 
Commiſſion and Inſtructions were ordered to 
be drawn up for Capt. Braithwaite. The 
ſame Day, about Eight or Nine a- Clock in 


the Morning, a Sloop arrived in the Harbour 


with Capt. Paul George, who went on board 
the 
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the Hector, and came on ſhore to the Gover- 
nor about Noon; when he acquainted him, 
he had been ſent by General Hart to Mar- 
tinico, to demand of the French General the 
reaſon of his Armament at that Time; and 
told the Governor, that if he had any Letters 
for General Hart, he ſhould return in the 
Afternoon. He accordingly ſent him a Let- 
ter, which was from the Duke of Montagu, 
that he had no Opportunity of conveying to 
him before; and allo wrote himſelf to him, and. 
to Lieutenant-General Mathew, wherein he 
gave them an Account of the bad Succeſs of 
the Expedition. We dined this Day with 
the, Marquis de Champigny at his Camp, and 
the Governor then preſs d him to return our 
Deſerters as had been agreed, but as yet 
could not be obtaind. Two or three Days 
after he ſent us Twelve, and ſaid there were 
all he had. The Deſerters inform'd the Go- 
vernor, that the Night before they return d 
they had every one an Opportunity to 
eſcape, and that moſt of the reſt which were 
wanting had made uſe of it. The Governor 
complain'd of this Uſage to the Marquis, 
but could obtain no Satisfaction, only un- 
der Colour put the Officer in Arreſt that 
had given the Servants Opportunity to e- 
ſrape. 9711. 

On the 12th and 13th of January we con- 
tinued re-imbarking the Stores and Ammu- 
nition, &c. The Governor having certain 
Intelligence, that a great Number of Servants

As ſoon as 
Mr. Urmg came into the Harbour, he went 
on Shore to Lieutenant-General Mathews 

Houſe, hearing that General Hart was there ; 
but he was not there. The Lĩieutenant- Gene- 
ral went with him to the General's, and after 
Complements were over, we entered into 
Debate what was moſt neceſſary to be done 
for the Duke of Montagus Service.

Mr. Faulknor returned from St. Lucia in the 
Adventure, who arrived at Antego about the 
11th of February, but neither met with the 
I inchelſea or Griſſin Mr. Uring had his Let- 
ters by the Adventure, and one from the 
Lord Carteret for General Hart; wherein he 
was required to give us what Aſſiſtance he 
could. When General Hart read the Letter, 
he ſaid, What Aſſiſtance is it I can give? I 
wiſh the Letter had been fuller, that I might 
know how to act. However, at a Contult 
with Licutenant-General Mathew, a Scheme 
was propoſed and communicated to General 
Hart, for a ſecond Attempt on St. Lucia, 
wherein Governor //orffſey, then arrived at 
Barbados, was to be conſulted ; and as Capt. 
Brand was asked, whether he would act of- 
fenſively in protecting us againſt the French 2 


he reply'd, That having no ſuch Orders, he

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could not; but if the other Captains of his 
Majeſty's Ships would act offenſively, he 
would alſo. Capt. Braithwaite arriving in 
the Grifin Sloop, produced a Letter he ſaid 
he had from Mr. Wort ſſey, upon which that 
Scheme was laid afide; and he brought a 
Letter from Monſieur Feuquiere for Mr. Uring, 
relating to the Deſerters, which was as fol- 
lows:

Monſieur Feuquiere wrote to the Gover- 
nor of Barbados about the ſame Time on this 
Occaſion; which, with the Governor's An- 
ſwer, are in the Appendix, N. 5 and 6. 

Capt. Braithwaite alſo delivered to Mr. 
Uring the Report of his Proceedings at St. 
Vincent, which is as follows: 


N purſuance of a Reſolution in Council, 

and your Order for ſo doing, the Day 
* you failed with his Grace's Colony for 
* Antego, I failed with the Griin Sloop, in 
Company with his Majeſty's Ship the Min- 
© chelſea, to St. Vincent. We made the Iſland 
© that Night, and next Morning run along 
Shore, and ſaw ſeveral Indian Huts ; but 
as yer no Indians came off to us, nor could 
* we get a-Shore to them, by reaſon there 
was no Ground to Anchor in. Towards 
the Evening two Indians came on Board, 
* and told us, we might Anchor in a Bay to 
Leeward, and when we were at Anchor 
£ they would bring thzir General on Board. 
BASS. : -.- 


Here we came to an Anchor in deep Water, 
and very dangerous for the Sloop. One 
* whom they called General, came on Board, 
* with ſeveral others, ro the Number of 
Twenty Two. I entertained them very 
* handſomely, and made the Chief ſome 
* trifling Preſents ; but found he was a Per- 
* ſon of no Conſequence, and that they cal- 
* led him Chief, ro get ſome Preſent from 
me. Here two of the Indians were ſo drunk 
they would not go a-Shore, but ſtay d on 
* Board ſome Days, and were well enter- 
* tained. After this, little Winds and great 
* Currents drove us oft for ſeveral Days, 
* but at laſt we came to an Anchor in a 
* ſpacious Bay to Leeward of all the 
* Iſland ; the Draught of which I order d to 
be taken by our Surveyor, for your better 
* underſtanding the Place, being the only one 
* where a Settlement could be made. The 
* Ship and Sloop were ſcarce come to an An- 
* chor, before the Strand of the Shore was 
covered with Indians; and amongſt them 
ye could diſcover a White, who proved to 
* be a Frenchman. I took Capt. at ſon in 
* the Boat with me, with a Frenchman, and 
immediately went a-Shore. As ſoon as I 
came amongſt them, I asked, why they 
appeared all armed? For every Man had 
* Cutlaſhes, ſome had Muſquets, Piſtols, 
* Bows and Arrows, c. They, with very 
little Ceremony, incloſed me, and carried 
£ 


me up the Country about a Mile, over 1 
© little 
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© little Rivuler, where I was told I was to 
* fee their General. I found him fitting 
© amidſt a Guard of about a Hundred Jr. 
© dians; thoſe neareſt his Perſon had all Muſ. 
* quets, the reſt Bows and Arrows, and 
* reat Silence. He ordered me a Sear, and 
© a Frenchman ſtood at his Right Hand for 
© an Interpreter : He demanded of me, what 
© brought me into his Country, and of what 
Nation? I told bm, Eugliſh; and I wa 
* put in co Wood and Water, as not caring 
to ſay any thing elſe before the Frenchman; 
* bur told him, if he would be pleaſed to 
come on Boar our Ships, I would leave 
Engli ben in Hoſtage for him, and thoſe 
© he Thould e pleaſed to bring with him; 
but T could not prevail with him, either 
© to come on Board, or ſuffer me to have 
© Wood or Water. He faid, he was inform- 
© ed we were come to force a Settlement, 
and we had no other way to remove that 
* Jealouſy, but to get under Sail. As ſoon as 
I found what Influence the Frenchman's 
y © Company had upon them, I rook my Leave, 
© after making ſuch Replies as I thought pro- 
5 per, and return d to my Boat under a Guard. 
When J came to the Shore, I found the 
Guard there were increas d by a Number 
of Negroes, all armd with Fuzees. I got in 
my Bont without any Injury, and went 
on Board to Capt. Orme, an told him my 
ill Succeſs. 
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© Immediately after I ſent on Shore the 
* Sloop's Boar, with a Mate, with Rum, 
© Beef, and Bread, c. with ſome Curlaſhes ; 
© and ordered a Frenchman, who went with 
the Mate, to defire the Guard to conduct 
them to their General, and to tell him, that 
* tho' he deny'd me the common Good of 
Water and a little uſeleſs Wood, never- 
« theleſs I had ſent him ſuch Refreſhments as 
* our Ships afforded. Our People found the 
* Frenchman gone, and that then the Indian 
General ſeemed pleaſed, and received what 
* was ſent him, and in Return ſent me Bows 
© and Arrows. | 

* Our People had not been long returned, 


© but their General ſent a Canoa, with two 


chief Indians, who ſpoke very good French, 
to thank me for my Preſents, and to ask 
* Pardon for his refuſing me Wood and Wa- 
tet; and aſſured me, J might have what I 
* pleaſed; and they had Orders to tell me, if 
* I pleaſed to go a-Shore again, they were 
* to remain Hoſtages for my civil Treat- 
ment. I ſent them on Board the Man of 
War, and with Capt. I atſon went on Shore. 
I was well received, and conducted as be- 
* fore. But now I found the Brother of the 
Chief of the Negroes was arrived with Five 
Hundred Negroes, moſt armed with Fuzees ; 
they told my Interpreter, they were aſſur d 
* we were come to force a Settlement, or 
* elſe they would not have dehy'd me whac 
they never before deny'd any a >=

* Finding them in ſo good a Humour, I once 
more introdued the Deſire I had, to en- 
* tertain em on Board our Ships, and with 
* ſome Difficulty prevailed with 'em, by 
© leaving Capt. —_— on Shore, under their 
© Guard, as a Hoſtage, I carried them on 
Board the King's Ship, where they were 
< well entertaind by Capt Orme, who gave 
the Indian General a fine Fuzee of his own, 
© and to the Chief of the Negroes ſomething 
<. that pleaſed him. Capr. Orme aſſured him of 
* the Friendſhip of the King of England, & c. 
© The Negroe Chief ſpoke excellent French, 
and gave Anſwers with the French Com- 
* plements. Afterwards I carried em on 
Board the Duke's Sloop; and after opening 
their Hearts with Wine, for they ſcorned 
* to drink Rum, I thought it a good Time 


© to tell em my Commiſſion, and what 


brought me upon their Coaſt. They told 


me, it was well I had not mentioned it a- 


*. Shore, for their Power could not have pro- 
tected me; that it was impoſſible; the 
* Dutch had before attempted it, but were 
glad ro retire. They likewiſe told me, 
* Two French Sloops had, the Day before 
* we came, been amongſt em, gave em 
Arms and Ammunition, and aſſured them 
* of the whole Force of Martiuica for their 
Protection againſt us; they told em alſo, 
that they had drove us from St. Lucia, —

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that now we were come to endeavour to 
force a Settlement there; and notwithſtand- 
* ing all our ſpecious Pretences, when we 
© had Power, we ſhould inſlave em; but de- 
* clared, they would ttuſt no Europeans; 
that they owned themſelves under the Pro- 
© rection of the French, but would as ſoon 
* oppoſe their ſettling amongſt em, or any 
Act of Force from em, as us; as they had 
© lately given an Example, by killing ſeveral : 
And they further told me, it was by very 
* large Preſents the French ever got in their 
* Favour again: But they reſolved never to 
put it in their Power, or any European, to 
hurt em. They adviſed me to think what 
they ſaid was an Act of Friendſhip. This 
being all I could get from them, I difmiſs'd 
dem with ſuch Preſents as his Grace ordered 
for that Service, with a Diſcharge of Can- 
* non, and received, in return, as regular 
Vollies of ſmall Shot as Jever heard. In the 
Night the //nchelſea drove from her An- 
* chors; which, as ſoon as I perceived, and 
had received Capt. //at/on from the Shore, 
© T got under Sail, and ſtood to the Man of 
War. This is a faithful Report of all J

Mr. Uring having read the above Report 
of Capt. Braithwazte, he judged there was 
like to be little good done at St. Vincent;

fide, he determin'd to unlade all the Stores, 
and diſcharge the Veſſels, and propoſed to 
Lieutenant-General Mathew to do it at An.

deal of Charge and Trouble, and leſs Ha- 
zard than at St. CHriſtophers. The Lieute- 
nant-General anſwered, that in his Houſe at 
St. Chriſtopher's, was Room enough to hold 
all the Duke's Stores, and ſhould coſt his 
Grace nothing; and that as he had the Go- 
vernment of that Iſland, he had ſuch an In- 
fluence over the People, ſo that the Dukes 
Servants would be more ſecure there, and 
that he could better provide for the Officers 
than at Antego; and further ſaid, that the 
Servants could be kept together in Charles Fort, 
where we might have an Opportunity to 
diſcipline them againſt any new Undertaking; 
and accordingly asked leave of General Hari 
to diſcipline 'em, which was granted. Mr.

him ſo very carneſt for the Stores ro be 
lodged at St. Chriſtopher's, agreed to it; and 
accordingly ordered them down thither. Du- 
ring our attending the Gr/f/z's Return from 
her Errant to St. Vincent and Martinico, Mr.

Concert with Mr. Uring, canton'd the Of- 
ficers in ſeveral Places, as there was Con- 
yeniency, and they were ordered to their 


reſpective Quarters. | 
We had now four Veſlels to unlade at the 


ſame Time, and at a conſiderable Diſtance, 


and a difficult Way to carry the Stores to the 
Store-houſes. Mr. Urmgerdered ſuch a Num- 
ber of Servants on Shore from the Veſſels as 
he thought uſeful for carrying up the Stores; 
and Officers were appointed ar difterent Places 
in the Avenues, to keep the People from 
running into the Country; but notwithſtand- 
ing all the Care we could rake, great Part of 
them were gone by Night. He ordered more on 
Shore next Day, and continued Landing the 
Stores, Cannon, Arms, Ammunition, Oc. 
And as the Casks very often came to Pieces 
in getting up to the Store-Houſes, Mr. Lring 
for the moſt part ſtood by till they were re- 
paired, and was at leaſt Thirty Times a Day 
from the Landing-Place to the Store-Houſes,

to haſten the Work. The Officers thinking 
the Work too hard for them all Day, tho' 
they generally ſtood in one Place, Mr. Uring 
divided them, the one halt to attend in the 
Morning, and the other in the Afternoon ;

as well as in Cask, made it no eaſy matte 
to keep an exact Account, the whole Care 
of every Thing, as well as the Stores, be. 
ing upon Mr. Ur;ng. However, the Goods 
were landed and ſtored; and after the Ships 
were unladed, he ſearched every Ship, by 
Warrant, to ſee if there remained any thing 
belonging to the Duke of Montagu on Board 
them; which the Maſters ſaid there did not. 


Several Proviſions was found on Board the 


Charles and Free- Maſon, which were pur on 
Shore. When every thing was landed out 
of the ſeveral Ships, his next Care was, to 
put them in good Order ; many of the Casks 
being broken, they would not hold the Weight 
in them ; therefore ſtarted them into other 
ſound Casks and Cheſts, which were made 
for that Uſe. He alſo cauſed all the Pro- 
viſions to be turned out of the Store-Houſes 
and looked over; and ſuch as were in Casks, 
or wanted Pickle, were put into better, and 
new pickled, and directed the worſt to be 
firſt ſpent. He fitted up a Smith's Shop, 
kept the Smiths and Armourers at Work, and 
cleaning the Arms. The Men were diſciplined, 
ſo that they could do their Exerciſe very well, 
and made as regular Fires as the King's Troops. 
Mr. Uring paid off ſeveral of the Seamen be. 
longing to the Griffin Sloop, to eaſe the 
Charge ; and ordered ſuch Servants on Board 
her as were Seamen, and as many more as 


he dare truſt, By that Time we had put

Things into a tolerable Order, the Zopewel! 
arrived with about Ninety Setvants and ſe- 
veral Officers, a great Quantity of Proviſions; 
with Cannon, Ammunition, and Warlike 
Stores, which were alſo landed under the 
Cate of Mr. Uring ; who had Letters by this 
Ship from the Duke of Montagu, which in- 
formed him, that his Grace was in Treaty 
for 00 Engliſb Families and 500 Irifh, which 
he intended to tranſport to St. Lucia, as ſoon 
as poſſible, The Hopewell brought from Bar- 
bados, a Number of live Sheep, which had 
been carried thither by the Leopard, which 
was arrived at that Iſland; laden with Boards; 
Plank, and Frames of Houſes, for the Uſe 
of the Colony. | | 

When Lieutenant General Mathew re- 
turned to Antego, he left Mt. Uring his 
Houſe to live in, where was room for moſt 
of the Officers. He ſent then to acquaint 
them, that he had Conveniency for them, 
and deſigned to keep a Table for their En- 
tertainment; conſidering it would be much 
more convenient and leſs Charge to his 
Grace, for them to keep together than be ſe- 
perated. All the Servants that were not 
lent to the Planters, were lodged in the Out- 
Houſes; and due Care was taken both of the 
Sick and the Well, to have their Proviſions 
at proper Times, and well ordered. Mr. 
Uring ſeldom went to Dinner before he ſaw 
all the Sick provided, and ſerved with freſſi 
Meat and Broth, which was for the moſt 
| part 
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part four Times a Week, and thoſe. that 
were very ſick, every Day. The Lame, 
though there were a great many of them, he 
dreſs d himſelf for ſeveral Days, when we 
had no Surgeon. The Servants, were al 
well ſupply'd out of the Duke's Stores, with 
Cloathing and Neceſſaries, though they of. 
ten ſtray d about the Country and ſold them, 
and then complained to the Planters that they 
were naked; for which they were puniſhed, 
and again ſupply'd. He frequently ſent out 
the Serjeants with Parties, to bring in the 
Stragglers, and had no little Trouble to keep 
them in a tolerable Decorum. He alſo put 
up Adyertiſements at all the Port Towns, to 
warn the Maſters of Ships from entertaining 
or carrying any of them off the Iſland; and 
in the beginning of May, ſent Capt. King, 
in the Gr/fiz Sloop, to Barbados, to bring 
down the Runaways from thence, and ſuch 
Letters as were lodged there from the Duke 
of Montagu for him; and after her return, 
he ordered Capt. //atfon to carcen her, in 
doing of which ſhe ſunk. Mr. Uring hav- 
ing Notice thereof, went to ſee her Con- 
dition, and hired Two Sloops to weigh, her, 
and the Griffin was made again fir for the Sea 
About the.

It may here not be improper to add a ſhor 
Deſcription. of the Ifland of Ste Lucia, and

St. Lucia is about Twenty Two Miles in 
Lengt h and Eleven Broad, the greateſt - Parc 
of ie very gaod Land, in many Places Hilly, 
and very rich Vallies, very: well watered wit 
ine Rivers all r the Iſland, which make 
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it exceeding pleaſant and delightful ; and ic 
muſt be vety healthful, by irs being ſo nar- 
row, and the Hills being not ſo high to in- 
tercept the continual Trade-Winds, that al- 
ways fan it from the Eaſtward, whereby 
the Heat of the Climate is mitigated, and 
made rather | agreeable than troubleſome. 
The Variety of Situations that it affords, by 
the Hills and Vales, makes it both conve- 
nient and delightful, as well as the Pleaſant- 
neſs of the Proſpects; and ir is full of tall 
Trees, amongſt which are great Quantities 
of good Timber, fir for building Houſes and 
Wind-mills, from whence both Barbados and 
Martinito have been furniſhed with very great 
Quantities, and are ſtill. Cocoa grows here 
very well, and there grows alſo a great 
deal of Fuſtick; and there is great Plenty of 
wild Fowl. It lies Weſt North Weſt from 
the Iſland of Barbados, about Twenty-four 
Leagues; South from Martinico, about Seven 
Leagues; and the ſame Diſtance North by Eaſt 
from St. Vincent; and hath ſeveral good Bays 
and excellent Harbours for Ships toAnchor in ; 
one of which is the Petite Careenage, where 
wedeſign'd the firſt Settlement. This Harbour 
is on the North Weſt Part of the Iſland, and 
is much the fineſt and moſt convenient in all 
the Caribbee Iſlands. Great Numbets of Ships 
may there be ſafe in all kinds of Weather; and 
it is very commodious for cateening Ships of 
War and other Veſſels, ' as may be ſeen by 
the Draught of the Iſland and Harbour hereto 
annex d. H 3 If 
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If chis Iſland had been ſettled, as was in. 
tended by his Grace the Duke of Montags, 
proper Forts built, and Garriſons placed 
therein for the Protection and Defence there. 
of, it would have been of the greateſt Import- 
tance for the ſecuring the Leeward Iſſands, and 
even Barbados, from being invaded by Frans 
in Time of War; for no Armament can be 
made, nor any Expedition carried on by the 
French at . againſt any of choſe 
Illands, but muſt be known at St. Lucia al- 
moſt as ſoon as the Deſign is formed, by the 
Nearneſs of its Neigbourhood to that Iſland; 
from whence likewiſe Barbados and the Les 
ward Iſſands might haye timely Notice, to pro- 
vide for their bet ter Defence. If St. Lucia wer 
well inhabited by the Engliſh, the People o 
Martinico would know their Intereſt bettet 
than to enter upon any Expedition againk 
Barbados or the Leeward Iſlands, when they 
had an Enemy ſo near them; for they mul 
needs conſider, if their Men were ſent ol 
that Iſland to inyade the Leeward Iſlauds, the 
Harbadians would joyn the People of St, 
Lucia, and fall upon Martimico in the Abſence 
of their Men; which would endanger the 
Loſs of that Iſland, or at leaſt the plunder: 
ing and ſpoiling of it; and would be mot 
Damage to them, than any Benefit they can 
propoſe: to themſelves by invading the Lee 
ward Iſlands ; and ſo the ſame if their Deſigt 
is, againſt Barbados, the Leeward Iſland Peo 
ple joining thoſe of St. Lucia, Martinico wil

be in the ſame Danger; and by that Means 
our Plantations in thoſe Parts will be intirely 
| ſecured by the Poſſeſſion of St. Lucia; and 
it will always be in the Power of the Eng- 
hiſs to diſturb the French, and not in the 
Power of the French to hurt the Engliſh : 
But if both Nations ſhould ſit ſtill, without 
invading each other, yet St. Lucia will be of 
the greateſt Advantage to Great Britain, if it 
were appointed the Place of Rendezvous for 
his Majeſty's Ships of Wat; from whence 
they might continually relieve each other if 
need were, and keep always'cruizing on the 
French, that they could not be able to have a 
Veſſel go in or out of their Harbours but what 
might be intercepted by the King's Ships; and 
ſo the Trade of our Plantations would thereby 
become ſecured, and the Martinicans would 
have no reaſon to boaſt, as they did in the 
late War, that they maintained their Iſlands 
chiefly by Privateering on the Engliſs; which 
is too well known to the Merchants that have 
been Traders to thoſe Parts. But in caſe St. 
Lacia were ſettled, and proper Meaſures” 
purſued, it would intirely prevent ſuch Miſ- 
chiefs for the future, and the Zng/iſh would 
ſoon grow too powerful for the French, who 
at preſent have greatly the Advantage of 
the Engliſh; and the Leewards Iſlands are 
in the greateſt Danger, in caſe of a War with 
France, of being invaded, which the Engliſs 
Planters are moſt ſenſible of, and is what the 
wiſeſt of them apprehend every Day. -

by direct and require you, during your Con- 
tinuance on the Coaſt of Barbados, to do 
the ſame when ſuch Veſſels ſhall be ready to 
proceed ; taking care not to ſpend more Time 
therein than Fal be abſolutely neceſſary. 
And you are to uſe your beſt Endeavours to- 
wards protecting the Settlement of the afore- 
ſaid Iſlands of St. Lucia and St. Vincent, as 
far as the ſame may be done, without Pre- 
judice or Interruption to the Services already
